Tells Method 
Of Gifts to 
State Aides 


Campaign Funds 
Used to Attract 
Competent Help 


BALTIMORE — (AP) - 


Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson said 
today he will not reveal the 
names of those who contrib- 
uted to or received money 
from a special cash fund he 
set up to supplement the pay 
of some Illinois state officials. 


"There is no point in revealing 


any names," the Democratic pres 
idential nominee said. 


"It would be publicity they do 


not deserve and a breach of good 
faith on my part, too." 


Sen. Richard Nixon, the Repub- 


lican 
vice-presidential nominee, 


and 
several 
other 
Republicans 


have demanded Stevenson reveal 
details of the fund. Nixon talked 
about it in his report to the nation 
Tuesday night on his own $18,000 
fund for political expenses. 


Speaks at Breakfast 


The governor discussed his fund 


at a breakfast of 559 Volunteers 
for Stevenson which wound up a 
week's campaigning in the East. 


He said he chose the method of 


raising the income of "key state 
employes" because the positions 
were filled by men who not only 
took the jobs at less money than 
they had been receiving "but gave 
up security for the hazards of gov- 
ernment." 
• He said one official had at least 
three times turned down offers 
from private enterprises at more 
than three times his public salary. 


"This loyalty and devotion is 


very hard to attract, and once at- 
tracted it is very hard to treat 
lightly," Stevenson said. 


The Illinois governor said he 


hoped "this discussion will focus 
attention on this problem on all 
levels of government." 


He said adequate compensation 


for public officials is "one of the 
most pressing needs for good gov- 
ernment." 


He said he knew of "no method 


except to pay higher salaries." 


The governor also said uniform 


salary scales adopted by most 
states for their employes are not 
as "satisfactory or practical as 
flexible scales paid by private 
business." 


The governor explained that aft- 


er his inauguration in 1948 he had 
found it "difficult getting men for 
public service with real compe- 
tence, not just the garden variety, 
to take key positions." 


Suffered Louses 


Some that he did take on, he 


said, suffered financial losses. Ste- 
venson said he first considered a 
plan whereby public spirited citi- 
zens would make gifts to the state 
itself or a foundation established 
for the state. 


This was rejected as impractical. 
Then he hit on the idea of 


"gifts, usually around Christmas 
time to a small number of key 
employes making sacrifices for the 
state." 


The money came from balance 


left from his campaign funds and 
later contributions.

land, after Nixon's speech, labeled 
it "magnificent" and asked to see 
his running mate "at cnce."

"Wire and write the Republican

The appeal came after Nixon,

Nixon, appeared with him on the 
program carried on a network of 
62 television and 750 radio stations 
at a cost estimated at more than 
$76.000 by GOP National Chairman 
Arthur Summerfield.

When the di«;losures about Nix- 


on's expense fund—$18,000 donated 
by Californians—began to break 
last week, Stevenson suggested no 
one judge the Republican vice 
presidential candidate until all the 
facts were in. 


Stevenson's forebearance didn't 


prevent Stephen Mitchell—his own 
—hand-picked chairman 
of 
the 


Democratic National Committee— 
from trying to make political capi- 
tal out of Nixon's dilemma. Mitch- 
ell demanded that General Eisen- 
hower fire Nixon.

Soon before the Wisconsin primary and just in time to smear 


Senator Joe McCarthy, the Civil Service Commission suspended an 
examiner of the loyalty review board on suspicion that she had per 
milled McCarthy to learn the contents of confidential documents 
tending to show that the State department had not made a sincere 
effort to get rid of disloyal employes. The docu- 
ments were minutes of a loyalty review board 
hearing showing that the board itself had criticized 
(lie State department for this attitude. Nobody has 
denied that the board did so criticize the Stale de- 
partment so the action against the examiner im- 
plies that it was a worse offense for her to tell 
McCarthy the truth than for the State department 
to harbor suspected persons. 


This alacrity to punish a loyal American is in 


strong contrast to the practice in other known 
eaks of information which was legitimately confi- 
dential and private. 


in a Ilagrant case, Drew Pearson, a faker, liar and notorious 


scoundrel, 'broadcast on a Sunday night just before the Supreme 
court's decision in the Harry Bridges deportation case, a correct pre 
dicition of Ihe decision against Bridge and the names of the dissent- 
ng justices. I immediately wrote to the lale Chief Justice Harlan F. 
Stone, reminding him that a pipeline of Supreme court decisions 
obviously could result in killings in the market and other illicit coups.

No 
person ever was suspended, much 
less sent to prison, for this crim- 
inal violalion of the purpose of the 
censorship. 


The traffic in filched documents 


and confidential knowledge has 
grown into an alarming menace. 
The Communists almost always 
get the breaks and the old Dies 
committee went to great pains to 
photograph its documents showing 
guilty activity by many of the 
Roosevelt-Frankfurter cult when it 
appeared, for a time, that Eleanor 
Roosevelt and her machine would 
succeed in abolishing the commit- 
tee. In that case, the files would 
have been burned at once.

Attacks of Rheumatic Fever 
May Follow Throat Troubles

For many years rheumatic fever 


has been one of the 
principal 


:auses of heart disease. Although 
t is too soon to say that rheu- 
matic fever has been conquered, 
great forward steps have taken 
place in the last few years. 


One of these advances is in the 


field 
of prevention 
of attacks. 


>Iany attacks of rheumatic fever 
ollow Infections of 
the 
upper 


breathing passageways or throat, 
with germs called streptococci. 


For this reason it has been sus- 


>ected for many years that if 
some method could be developed 
or stopping these streptococcic 
nfectlons it might be possible to 
orestali at least some of the at- 
acks of rheumatic fever. 
This has been found to be true. 


The discovery of the sulpha drugs 
and the antibiotics, including peni- 
cillin, has provided powerful new 
weapons against the streptococcus. 


Many of these preparations have 


now been tried in various combi- 
nations and doses in places where 
>eath streptococci infections and 
rheumatic fever were particularly 
bad. The results are most encour- 
aging. 


For those who have had one at- 
ack of rheumatic fever, or who 
are particularly vulnerable, these 
preparation* lusen ln« risk ot 


further attacks and the danger of 
developing serious heart disease. 


The other hopeful development 


lies in the discovery of and work 
now being done on cortisone and 
ACTH, both of which have been 
discussed in this column. 


There seems little doubt that 


either of these subsances, if giv- 
en to a person suffering from ac- 
tive rheumatic fever, will bring a 
rather quick and remarkable im- 
provement in most of the symp- 
toms — joint swelling, pain and 
fever. 


It is not known yet, however, 


whether they will prevent the de- 
velopment of heart disease, be- 
cause this can be found out only 
after a long period of observation. 


EARLY DIAGNOISIS VITAL 


Of course, there are also many 


things to find out about how much 
of them to give, when is the best 
time to give them, about possible 
undesirable side effects and other 
problems. But even what is known 
now gives hope that both preven- 
tion and improved treatment of 
rheumatic fever are really here. 


In order to get the most out of 


the advancing knowledge parents 
should remember that early diag- 
nosis 
is 
important. Symptoms 


which are suspicious in either chil- 
dr«n or grownup* should not b«

Stevenson Refuses Comments on Nixon; 
Predicts Democratic Victory in Election

BALTIMORE —W- Gov. Adla 


Stevenson, withholding comment 
on Sen. Richard M. Nixon's state 
ment about the $18.000 political ex 
pense fund, headed for Illinois to- 
day with the assertion that he is 
cur* of victory in the presidential 
election. 


He closed a 
campaign sweep 


through the Atlantic 
Seaboard 


with a speech in Baltimore in 
which he aaid. the • Republicans— 
and particularly Sen. Robert A. 
Taft—are responsible for inflation 
and the high cost of living. 


Wage and price controls, he said, 


may have to be tightened, not fur- 
ther relaxed. 
•. • 


Stevenson watched Nixon's tele- 


vision broadcast through the first 
few minutes but had to leave for 
his-own speech before the Califor- 
nia, senator finished. 


, 
Declines Comment 


Reporters asked for comment, 


and Stevenson replied: 


"I don't 'think I'll have anything 


to say on that." 


The Democratic presidential can- 


didate said several days ago that 
"condemnation without ascertain- 
ing the facts would be wrong." 


Stevenson did not refer to Nixon 


in his address. 


He concentrated on carrying the 


fight to the Republicans on a ma- 
jor issue of this campaign-inflation 
' and costs of living. The GOP has 
accused the Truman administra- 
tion of cheapening the dollar, 
causing high prices, and pursuing 
a policy of deficit spending. 


Stevenson said this is not so. 
High taxes and high costs of liv- 


ing, he told an audience of about 
8,500 people in Baltimore, are the 
result of necessary military spend- 
ing, caused by ~ the threat 
from 


Soviet Russia. And he added: 


"The great majority of Repub- 


licanse in Congress voted to end 
rent control. . . . Four times, a 
majority of the Republicans voted 
to end controls on all things con- 
sumers buy." 


Taft Leader 


He "called Taft "the leader of the 


inflationary shock troops in Con 
gress." 


Stevenson offered 
a four-poto 


program for combatting Inflation: 


1. Tightening rein on government 


spending. 


2. A pay-as-we-go tax pattern 


adding: "I don't like taxes. I 
shall do everything I can to re- 
duce them, but I will make no 
promises I cannot keep." 


3. Federal curbs on "excessive 


private borrowing." 


4. A tightening of wage 
and 


price controls until Congress has 
time to re-examine the present 
set-up. 
"This will mean, 
if It 


has to come, tighter wage con- 
trols as well as price controls." 


Stevenson said he has been en 


couraged by the results of his 
trips through the country. 


He said, "I know now with the 


beat of my heart", no less than 
with the certainty of my mind 
that this is going to be another 
proud year for those of us who be- 
ieve in the principles of the Dem- 
ocratic party." 


Prices Get Priority 


He put high prices on a level 


with peace as a major problem be- 
'ore the American people. 
"As 


'ar as the government is con- 
cerned," he said, "it must give 
both problems top priority." 


On government expenditure, he 


said: 


•Government must spend every 


penny as though it were a $5 bill, 
and it must not spend a penny for 
anything that is not needed right 
now. ... I have vetoed more ap- 
iropriations in Illinois than 
any 


governor in our history. 


"We will have to make most of 


iur savings in the military 
de- 


partment. 
You know, 
perhaps, 


hat 85 cents out of every dollar 
pends goes for paying the costs 
if past wars and preventing an- 
ther one. . . . But I don't believe 
n the theory that military budgets 
are sacred and untouchable."

CLEVELAND, O. CR-Last nigh 


16,000 people sat in this city's huge 
Public Hall in almost hypnotic sl< 
lenc« under the spell of a voice 
that wajtpleading political honesty. 


It waT the voice of Sen. Richard 


M. Nixon speaking from California. 
Tht plea was this: He had done no 
wrong in accepting an $18,000 pri- 
vate expense fund from a group 
of businessmen—and he had not 
profited personally from this help. 


These people had expected an 


address by GOP presidential nomi 
nee Dwight D. Eisenhower, whip 
lashing the Democratic administra^ 
tion for what he called "cheap 
money" policies. 


But the candidate delayed this 


talk in order to hear Nixon's na 
tion-wide defense, which was in 
effect a fight for his political life. 
While thousands waited in the hall, 
Eisenhower sat in a side room at 
the hall with his wife Mamie.- 
watching and hearing the tele- 
vision-radio broadcast. They were 
alone. 


Cheer Taft 


Outside, the audience had just 


given a ringing cheer for Sen. 
Robert A. Taft's appeal for a GOP 
victory in November. 


Then the voice suddenly came 


from the loudspeaker. A hush fell 
over the crowd. They hunched for- 
ward in their chairs, tense and ex- 
pectant. 


"My 
fellow 
Americans,*^ the 


voice said, "I come before you 
tonight as a candidate for the vice 
presidency and as a man whose 
honesty and integrity has been 
questioned . . ." 


There was only the sound of the 


voice. There was no television 
screen carrying the image of the 
senator. Only the voice. 


The sea of faces stared toward' 


the platform as though the voice 
was coming from the speaker's 
rostrum. 


". . . That is why I am here 


tonight. I want to tell you my, side 
of the case . . ." 


The voice went on. 


DeRcriben Scene . 


On the speaker's stage, Sen. Taft 


leafed through a little black note- 
book. He shuffled some papers in 
his hands. He jotted down a few 
notes. Next to him, Sen. John W. 
Bricker sat with folded arms. Then 
Brlcker looked around him' as 
though trying to read what was in 
the sea of faces. 


There was hardly a movement. 


A tiny flag waved from side to side 
in slow motion in a big woman's 
hands. A man rubbed his chin. A 
head turned slowly to look around. 
But there was almost no sound, 
minute after minute. 


Down front, a small boy sleepily 


rubbed his eyes and looked up at 
the woman beside him, probably 
his mother. But she was so intent 
on the voice that she paid no heed 
to the boy. He,went back to a se 
rious study of his fingers. 


Across the stage from Taft, a 


gray-haired woman sat in an atti- 
tude of f r o z e n concentration. 
Around her, every face was a study 
in serious thought or introspection. 


What were they thinking? No one 


but they could say. But no one in 
that hall could escape the electric 
emotions that held the audience 
for minutes. 


Spell Broken 


Then they laughed. Nixon told of 


receiving a gift of a dog. The spell 
was broken. They roared approval 
of Nixon remaining on the ticket. 
They broke into a cheer when Eis- 
enhower strode to the stage and 
said:: "Tonight I saw an example 
of courage." 


It looked like Dick Nixon had 


won his fight to be the Republican 
vice presidential candidate.

that should be permitted to ex- 
press itself freely in such impor- 
tant media as radio, television and 
other types of entertainment di- 
rected at the minds of our people." 


Miss Holliday said she had let 


her name be used by Communist- 
front organizations without know- 
ing what they were. 


I Said "Sure" 


"I have been awakened to a re- 


alization that I have been irrespon- 
sible and slightly—more th'an 
slightly— stupid," she said. "When 
I was solicited I always simply 
said, 'Sure, use my name.'" 


Asked when she had changed, 


Miss Holliday replied: 


"When I began to realize the pos- 


sible imminence of a war, when I 


I began to realize that there were 
fuch things as spies and people 
working against the country." 


Miss Holliday presented a state 


ment in which she said that she 
never was a member of the Coin 
munist party, that she was op- 
posed to communism and that she 
was wholeheartedly devoted to de 
mocracy. . 


Miss Holliday, who was born 


Judy Tuvim, testified that in 1948 
she was for Henry A. Wallace for 
president and registered as a 
member of the left-wing American 
Labor party. She said she thought 
of it as "a sort of middle party."
